Liana 
summons Silver Ernes and Zephyr 
Falcons. Ravidel casts Riptide and 
then Siren’s Call destroying the lit 
tle dudes; he then casts Spoils of 
Evil to summon a Polar Kraken as 
described by the illustrious Shawn 

Came 

When Jared and Kristina need to 
get through the mountain face, a 
well placed Thermokarst destroys 
the annoying piece of terrain. (It has 
to be green because Jared is ‘calling’ 
to the White Woods for help—tap- 
ping forest mana.) They find a 
“Trovash Engine,” an apparently 
unimportant piece of equipment 
from the Uzra/Mishra war that was 
not detailed in the Antiquities card 
supplement, and they convince the 
Shivan to let them repair and use it 
to reach Minorad. 

When Jared and Kristina reach 
what is left of Minorad, Kristina 
freaks because Ravidel swore to 
leave Minorad be. (Keep in mind 
that about six days have passed 
since we last saw Liana and 
Ravidel.) Somehow Liana managed 
to subdue or kill the Polar Kraken 
because it is seen laying dead on the 
ground a page or so later. Here we 
see Ravidel dangling the now infa- 
mous Sylex. (Actually a Golgothian 
Sylex, detailed here later.) 

Jared ‘summons the D’Avenant 
Archer, Elan, who after just one 
attack, becomes a victim of the Ice 

Age card, Soul Burn. Obviously 
Ravidel used only black mana to 
power this optionally red/black 
spell. I say this because, even 
though the ever-present Taysir (I 
assume) is the one who taught 


Ravidel more than white magic, 
Ravidel chose to specialize in main- 
ly blue and black magic. This is 
most likely, because when paired 
with his original white, he actually 
might have had a hope of summon- 
ing another Chromium dragon to 
replace dear old Rhuell. Jared then 
Backdrafts the Soul Burn back to 
Ravidel, who takes no damage 
because he gains as much as he 
damages himself. 

Kristina’s Ritual of Subdual then 
turns all mana from lands colorless 
(but not affecting the Moxes), thus 
giving Liana the advantage of three 
colored mana. Before giving the 
Moxes to Jared and Kristina, she 
taps them for their mana one last 
time. She uses this colored mana 
wisely though, and casts Flare, 
doing one point of damage and 
allowing her to draw another card 
next turn. She then used an enchant 
world, sending Ravidel and herself 


to the Abyss. 

With reference to the Sylex: 

This ominous Sylex is a 
Golgothian Sylex from the 


Antiquities set. In the Brothers’ War, 
it would have been the ultimate 
weapon. This is the card that 
destroys all Antiquities cards in 
play, including itself. Since the 
Sages of Minorad, whom Liana’s 
sworn to protect, originally came to 
Corondor fleeing the Brothers War, 
the Sylex would see them as 
Antiquities cards, so to speak. 

You might also note that in the 
fourth issue of Shadow Mage, Liana 
Detonated Ravidel’s artifacts, 
which included a: Jade Monolith, 
a Candelabra of Tawnos (ouch, 
hate to lose that), and a Draconian 
Cylix. This was probably out of 
fear of the Sylex.

The spell Jared used to redirect the 
Soul Burn was a Fork, not Backdraft. 
The Sylex is indeed the Golgothian 
Sylex (herein renamed Argivan Sylex 
at Wizards of the Coast's request), and 
the sages would be viewed as 
Antiquities “cards” for the very rea- 
sons that you pointed out. You don't 
happen to have some friends over at 


WotC, do you? — 

I'd like to start off by saying I 
like your comic very much. | also 
enjoy the way you have adapted 
the card game into comic form. 
However, I liked Rafael Kayanan’s 
versions of the spells better. (They 
just looked cooler.) 

Here are my guesses for the 
spells in the duel after the Polar 
Kraken: Once Ravidel cast the 
Polar Kraken, Liana could have 
used an Ice Ploe to hold the 
Kraken, but that wouldn’t have fit 
into the story (unless this was Ice 
Age). She also could have used 
Enervate, Ray of Command, Fog, 
Magnetic Mountain, Singing Tree, 
Subdue, Spore Cloud or similar 
cards reducing damage or giving 
life to the caster. To finish off the 
Kraken, she could have used Red 
Elemental Blast, Terror, or 
Ravidel’s own Riptide and Siren’s 
Call combo, among others. 

To end my letter I would like to 
know five things: 

1) Is Rafael going to draw any 
more comics in the M:TG series? 

2) Is Homelands going to reveal 
the origins of such cards as the 
Serra Angel and Sengir Vampire? 

3) Where does Homelands fit in 
the timeline? 

4) Will Shandalar be an expan- 
sion set or just a comic? 

5) Is Jared is a relative of Kaysa. 
She was referred to as “a shadow 
of herself” in Ice Age #4. (Jared is 
called the Shadow Mage) 

I'd like to end with a hats off 
salute to the crew of Wayfarer.
